By the lime you 
read these words, OUf iiXclriu rtiTy undoubtedly wfll have witnessed 
the dcOiai of more of its members than even the most optimistic 
acthtis could have imagined when the Stonewall hots inaugurated 
the modem gay rights movement 21 years ago. 

The eiitefgenee of lesbian and gay candidates is encouraging for 
many reasons. Ihey dramatically personify the Increasing power and 
aoceponce of open gays in both public and private Liffr P an aeO£]> 
(since whose ironic reverse sktc Is the reactive epidemic of jpy-hash- 
ing. They embody a new willingness among mainstream lesbians 
and gay men to co« out, become involved in politics and then win 
nominations ahd elections, And they may also encourage the army 
of doflflxd public officials to rake the pJimge and come cwt as wdl. 

But the major benefit we all receive from the election of open 
Lesbians and gay men is the direct empqwem^ni of our communiry 
and our issues. 

BmpowOTteftf Is what the tepre»ntttive pol itical system Is alt 
about. As open lesbians and gays, we seek legislative power in 
order to help rk^n the hLstorie wrong of homophobia, whlch s 
along with racism, sexism and other tragic bigotries, has thwarted 
the pursuit of happiness For millions. And we're gjad to note that 
Our elected sisters and brothers are already succeeding in this 
endeavor In slgnificanE ways:

*Her partner in that endeavor, Representative Barney Frank, 
is now close to abolishing discrimination against gays at the 
nation's borders.

And such sucewMul dfo m are only 
a beginning. As more lesbians and gay men are elected, they wilt 
continue to lead the political drive for equality which is such an 
important aspect of our movemem. 

It has often been argued that lesbians and gay men are not 
obligated to vote for a candidate merely on the basis of that candi¬ 
date's sexual orknaatiort. Perhaps. But with the coons increasingly 
dominated by Republican judicial appointees, supporting openly 
lesbian arid gay candidates is rapidly becoming one of the best 
ways to advance oor political Interest*

Perhaps I’m being "too sensi¬ 
tive," as we lesbians are 
known to be, but it sounds to 
me Ilka what Pepper wanted to 
say was, “Fat women you 
wish would keep their clothes 
on and skinny women you 
wish you could check out 
naked," Either way, I smell a 
sexist rat. I thought half Ihe 
point of getting naked at these 
festivals was that women 
finally had a chance to walk 
around with their clothes off 
and not feel like objeclsT I 
wouldn't let a man get away 
with that com isiienl, and I cer¬ 
tainly don't exp eel it from a 
lesbian. If Pepper Is fat-pho¬ 
bic. that's her business, but m 
my opinion, casual comments 
that put down fat women or 
ugly women or whatever are 
no different from racism, 
homophobia, antisemitism, 
etc., and are Just as destruc¬ 
tive. if lesbians start scrutiniz¬ 
ing each other in the same way 
men have been doing since the 
beginning of lime, end If we let 
these comments just go by 
undisputed, we are heading for 
big trouble. Out Week has a 
responsibility nol to allow into 
its pages off-the-cuff state¬ 
ments that oppress women 
and advance already impossi¬ 
ble expectations Of what wCre 
supposed to look like.

Regarding your recent 
editorial on Mayor Dinkins 
[‘Outspoken/ no. 80, Oct. 17). 
I accuse tie editors of OutWiek 
of being a little bit naive. Sines 
whan did Democrats, or the 
polltlcaJ machine they are part 
of, represent our interests? 
Dinkins Ea part of that ma¬ 
chine—(which, by definition, 
must be comipt and betray our 
Interests at every point)—end I 
would Ilka Id know what mlra- 
dee he performed: aa Manhattan 
borough president? He mey 
have supported tome prog res¬ 
tive legislation (after being 
forced to by the Black and pro- 
g re salve communities), but 
that it totally different from the 
Indepan dent act Mats and 
grass-roots activists and 
member* af our community 
who warn responsible tor initi¬ 
ating • progressive agenda. 
Including legislation. The cred¬ 
it and bust should go to them, 
not to Democrats or Republi¬ 
cans and other members of 
the machine who repress us 
and are responsible for block¬ 
ing our progressive egenda. 
Die Democratic Party, Includ¬ 
ing its elected officials end 
candidates, defunded the Har¬ 
vey Milk- and Alice B. Tokfis- 
type Democratic dubs in 1586 
or early 1987. iust before our 
historic march on Washington 
for lesbian and gay righto in 
October 1987. Jesse Jackson, 
another Democratic politician 
and demagogue who supports 
villous ruscUoniry policies 
(such as the recent deploy¬ 
ment of troupe to the Gulf). 


received Just 15 seats of 300 
on Ihe National Executive 
Committee, the highest body 
of the Democratic Party, even 
though he got one-third d tile 
delegatee from the 1988 pri¬ 
maries. Isn't this racist to the 
cone, not to mention the height 
of anti-democracy? 

We must put forward our 
own candidates, Independent 
from the Democratic and Re¬ 
publican political machines. In¬ 


dependent of bourgeois candi¬ 
dates end the racist, ciassisi, 
sexist and heterosexist reac¬ 
tionary establishment. And yes, 
that means anti-capitalist can¬ 
didates. gay, lesbian or other¬ 
wise, who can unite with our 
allies In the Black, women's, 
labor, ecology end other move¬ 
ments. For capitalism and patri¬ 
archy, which condition each 
□tfter and support anti-woman 
and entl-gey views especially, 


are the mot (one of the roots) 
of our problems, and we 
should not be efiild to say it. 

Those Democratic candi¬ 
dates and officials who do 
support some progressive ' 
positions and laglelatlon—end 
they am by no means progres- 
elve on all issues—are the 
exceptions who prove the rude, 
nut change the rule. 

We need openly gay and 
lesbian candidates, yea. and 
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others, but they need to have a 
really consistent and progres¬ 
siva agenda and they need to 
be SMl-bOurgeois. uniting with 
out class and other allies, so 
that (heir good intentions don't 
get swallowed up in that very 
reactionary machine esiabtish- 
men! which la cfosnmated, not 
by accident, by rich, straight, 
white, reactionary males. Wt 
need a gay and lesbian, pro- 
feminist, pro-socialist, pro¬ 
labor, pro-ecology and anti-war 
people's party which attends to 
our nwds. Oof Ufa* could be a 
part tfftWe process, help pro¬ 
mote it, provide a forum for It 
for It definitely Is in the fore¬ 
front In tf ewwlng and cenidd- 
sting progressive issues which 
concern our community and 
others. I deeply appreciate the 
wort: you hew already done In 
providing a gay ami lesbian 
forum lor a progressive agen¬ 
da. especially in the spirit of 


your recent editorial on mail 
policy and letters [“Outspo¬ 
ken,' no. 69, Oct- 2d], your 
principled stand Ipr openness 
and against censorship. You 
should be com mended for this. 
I hope QutHfak is open to ertt- 
idem from Its left for there is a 
question among some radicals 
and other progressives as to 
the reality of a real oppositional 
nature to the views presented 
by your editorship. 

To tell the truth. I really 
don't want to be accepted in 
this society—although with all 
of you. of course. I want lo fight 
tor every right, every half-mea¬ 
sure, every reform, which 
makes us that much leas un¬ 
equal, that much less despised. 

Hut I want another soci¬ 
ety. where gays and Iwbiane 
and women and people of 
color, generally, ai* equal end 
not second-class in any way, 
where labor and the op¬ 


pressed generally are not 
exploited as third-class We 
don't just want a piece of the 
pie, which has until now 
excluded us—we want also a 
different pda, a different game 
with lair and equal rules, 
where gays, lesbians, other 
woman and others control 
their day in the sun. 

Up until now. QotWeek 
has done a good job In giving 
a space to vnices we don't 
usually gat to hear, not Just 
gay men. but especially, at 
course, to fasbians. to gays 
and lesbians of color, to those 
who are disabled and lo gays 
and women flenernJty. With an 
openness and open-minded¬ 
ness and lack of censorship 
generally, OtitWwk certainly 
has been In the forefront of 
promoting an open, democrat¬ 
ic spirit in lighting against any 
kind of political or other exclu¬ 
sion or McCarthyism, which 


excludes Some part of this 
“gorgeous" mosaic, as you 
put it Left hope AO new Mc¬ 
Carthy! sm springs up In our 
communities, toward people 
to the reft, toward socialists 
and some radicals—who 
might bo labeled "red," 
"unpopular," “irresponsible." 
■'unrealistic," ^communist- 
socialist"—In the name of 
some "reafpollllk" [which 
always means sellout and 
unprincipled compromise) or 
crackpol realism.

It le very soothing to hear 
people tell me that I don't 
have to feel happy In tht midst 
of all this haired. When 1 was 
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sn outspoken activist in col- 
lege in the- late 70s (before 
AIDS opened ihe eyee of the 
white, gay male world), my 
friends assured me that the 
reason I was so angry was nol 
because I should feel rage at 
oppression but because I had 
some sort of psychological 
problem. Activism was openly 
criticized by most Out gay men 
whom I knew back then. 
Sadly, because many of these 
people were my friends. I 
wanted to believe them. Fortu¬ 
nately, I was never quite able 
to, though J tried. 

I neve r experienced self- 
loathing for being gay. I think 
that was pan of why I had 
such a hard time. I was sup¬ 
posed to be eager to despise 
myself; instead, I was enraged 
by the suggestion. It was the 
raga I learned to have loathing 
for, but now I can begin to 
heal, because it Is dearer all 
the lime that pain and anger 
are healthy responses lo Ure 
bigotry, hatred and oppression 
that 3 face as a gay man. 

Ms. d'Adesky is also 
right when she suggests that 
Jesse Helms may actually be 
doing the queer community a 
favor. Sad to say, activism 
was stirred [up] by AIDS. I 
wish we could say that it took 
less for so many gay white 
men to stand up to the 
oppression that other people 
(women, people ol color] 
have been fighting for years. 
Jesse Heims may be helping 
us to see our target more 
clearly. If it takes dim forms 
of oppression to make us 
fighl for cur light to live and 
love as we chose, SO be it. 
The world needs this fighl lo 
be fought. It ain't gonna be 
fun, but at least it's happen¬ 
ing. 

Patrick Giles' article "A 
Matter of Size' Jno. 69, Qtt. 
24] also speaks words which 
desperately need to be repeal¬ 
ed. Simply espousing activism 
does not mean you are enlight¬ 
ened. The activists who shun 


and ignore Patrick for being fat 
are simply unwilling lo face 
their fear and loathing for their 
own bodies. That fear and 
loathing is something which 
many gay men (myself Includ¬ 
ed) have learned to conceal 
under layers of muscle. To no 
avail. Thank you. Patrick: 

No, J am not happy In live 
under oppression. But as tong 
as I hate that oppression. E 
know I'm alive, and as long as 


I’m dive, there Is something I 
can do, and there is hope.

Early this summer, a 
pipe bomb was discovered at 
Uncle Charlie*, a gay men’s 
bar In Manhattan. In toss 
than 24 hours, 1,500 people 
were organized to demon¬ 
strate and msroh through the 
West Village. A Strong, 
immediate and gratifying 
response to the violence 
besieging us all as lesbians 
and gay men. 

Sometime bier, the Pink 
Panthers were formed to reg¬ 
ularize this community 
response, to maintain a con¬ 
stant united front against 
would-be queer-bashers. 
First patrolling only In the 
West Village, we have 
expanded to cover the East 
Village as well, two nights 
per week. There is even talk 
of going 'bi-borough" and 
moving into Park Slope. 

When we walk around 
the Village, the response 
from fellow queers, and from 
a handful of hets, Is positive. 
Thumbs-up signs, thank- 
yous and even applause 
(especially In the vicinity of 
Cut Club). But when we fol¬ 
low up the kudos with the 
entreaty to'join us," the most 
frequent response is a bowed 
head, a mumbled phrase or 
two, a aped-up pace. Occa¬ 
sionally. there is a look of sur¬ 
prise as il to ay. “Vbu mean I 
could bs a Panther?" And a 
few people actually nuke their 
way to the base to get more 


Info oration. 

But we need and want 
more. All of us are giving, our 
three to four hours every 
weak—out of a sense of 
community mere than any¬ 
thing dee. The strong con¬ 
nections we feel to other les¬ 
bians. other gay men—these 
are what make us do our 
weekly "visibility action.' We 
go out to say, "We're queer, 
we’re proud, and we will 
protect our own." We are not 
the isolated, alienated, suici¬ 
dal media Image the mein- 
stream has crested of us. We 
are a community and will 
respond to the attacks* 
against us at a community. 

We urge every one read¬ 
ing this 10 consider giving 
your time to a truly commu¬ 
nal endeavor. It's certainly 
one of the meet empowering

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Congress Ends in Flurry of 
Gay and AIDS Bills 

Arts Agency’s Funds Clear of Most Curbs

WASHINGTON—In a surprise move, 
the US Contes* on Oct- 27 signed off 
on a funding bPl containing a proposal 
to allow the National Endowment for 
the Aits to ciist for three year* without 
imposing any specific restrictions on the 
content of the art it may fund. 

Proed as pan of a larger bill fund¬ 
ing the Department of Ihe Interior and 
related agencies, the measure brings to 
a temporary resolution a two-year de¬ 
bate Over federal aits funding. 

Approval of the three-year package 
Came as a surprise in [he dosing mo¬ 
ments of the iQlst Congress, after the 
House had approved bedi a three-year 

and a temporary one-^tar plan reautho¬ 
rizing the agency, but the Senate had 
only approved the ahoner-term, one- 
year proposal. 

Onlookers had gtven the thiee-yw 
plan I idle chance for passage by [he up¬ 
per boose, as North Carolina Republican 
Jesse Helms, one of the Endowment’s 
loudest ciIttes, was blocking It from 
coming to the floor 

The bill that was finally approved 
closely resembled the compromise 
package approved by the House which 
does not contain specific restrictions on 
the content pf art. The plan, sponsored 
by Democratic Rep. Pat Williams pf 
Montana and Republican E. Thomas 
Coleman of Missouri, significantly re¬ 
structures the agency, allowing the En¬ 
dowment chair vastly more power over 
the grants process and funnelling more 
money to state and local arts agencies, 


rpthcr than to specific groups and indi¬ 
vidual artists, 

The Senate compromise package 
was sponsored by two Republicans, 
Utah’s Orrin Hatch and Nancy FCas-Se- 
baum of Kansas, and two Democrats, 
Rhode Island's Claiborne fell and Ed¬ 
ward Kennedy of Massachusetts. 

To address the touchy subject of 
the funding pf ait that some might find 


offensive, the bill allows the NEA to re¬ 
coup grants made EO an which is later 
found to be obscene in a court of Eaw. 

Stronger proposals seeking to abol¬ 
ish the NEA or to Impose specific con¬ 
tent restrictions on the agency had been 
defeated on the floors pf the House and 
Senate on rpil-oaU vows. 

An amendment from Helms barring 
ihe funding of ait which "denigrates reli¬ 
gion," suctesfuQy attached to the Senate 
version of the bill on a voice vote in a 
nearly empty chamber, was stripped 
from the b'dV* Anal vnssen. 

The final measure, supported by a 


broad base of both Republican and 
I>emocfatic lawmakers, was nonethe¬ 
less tom apart on the House and Senate 
floors by the Endowment's strongest 
critics as no* being strong enough to bar 
the funding of work by artists Robert 
Mapplethorpe and And*® Serejnp, two 
of the artists whose work helped ignite 
the fi peso mi of NEA criticism. 

A handful of liber jJ House mem¬ 


ber? from a dozen major urban centers 
were also opposed to the proposal on 
the grounds that It went too 6r in restruc¬ 
turing the Endowment and giving the 
NEA broader power?. 

While pleased with the defeat of 
Hetcru h amendments, the nation's two 
largest gay and Lesbian lobbying groups 
were nonetheless split on the compro¬ 
mise that was eventually approved.

Doling out the SI-B2.1 billion in the 
1991 approprisE ions bUL for the Depart¬ 
ments of Ubtw, T-ic^Jth ami Human Ser¬ 
vices, and Education, I tic House and 
Senate completed action on the pack¬ 
age, which contains the bulk of (he na¬ 
tion's AIDS spending. The bill now goes 
to the president, whose signature is ex¬ 
pected shortly. 

the $1.88 billion for federal AIDS 
programs included Jn die bill marks a 20- 
percem increase ow 1990 funding levels. 

Of the AIDS figures, the item hard¬ 
est fought was the $330.6 million Ln 


nationwide. The measure bad allowed 
for up to (881 million to be spent for 
these pfo^aJTK in fiscal 1991. 

"It falls far short of the authorized 
levels,' <xmwer#ed Dan Bros, the new 
executive director of the AIDS Action 
Council. "And as a result of that, people 
ate going to go without services. [But] 
In (be current budget-oiais mode, we're 
Lucky that we got this.' 

Of the t350v6 million allocated for 
the CARE bill, (150 million is funding 
for new government AIDS programs. 
Slightly over J20O million of the line 
Item will be used to subsidize existing 
efforts, such as a 4-yeir-bld low-income 
AIDS drug subsidy, which, until pas¬ 
sage of the CARE NJI h was not a formal 
government program. 

Seventeen hard-hit urban centers 
and other areas with a dwfrroportlofiace 
number of AIDS cases will qualify for 
5SS.7 million in federal grants from die 
final bill. Another $0®.7 million Is In¬ 
cluded in the package for existing AIDS 
service programs, and $174-9 million 
grams Ls offered for early intervention 
initiatives. 

The remaining AIDS-specific ex¬ 
penditures for the Public Health Service 
in the money bill include $496.B million 
for the Centers for Disease Control, 
(821 million for the National Institutes 
of Health, $63.2 million for the Food and 
Drug Administration and (2,9 million 
for the National Commission or AJDS.T 


Spending which will be used to imple¬ 
ment the Ryan White Comprehensive 
AIDS Resource* Emergency Act, or 
CARE, an omnibus AIDS package over¬ 
whelmingly approved by Congress and 
signed by the president earlier this year.

Court Justice Lewis F. Powell now says 
that he "probably made a mistake' in 
1$€6 when be cast the pivotal vote in a 
Court ruling that denied the right df pri¬ 
vacy Ed consenting gays. 

Powell provided the critical fifth 
vote in the landmark Bowers t>. Hard¬ 
wick decision, which upheld a Georgia 
Statute criminalizing sodomy, The ruling 
was bitterly denounced by both gay or¬ 
ganizations and CLvU liberties groups as 
a major pditkal setback. 

The retired justice first voiced his 
misgivings about the decision during a 
question and answer session after an 
Oct, 16 lecture it NYU Law School, the 
Ataftofwf Edifl Jountat reported.

In a hearing before a E r edc ral Ap¬ 
peal* Court. Hardwick's lawyers argued 
that the statute was uncormUutwial^ be¬ 
cause it violated fundamental rights lo 
privacy guaranteed to gays by the Four¬ 
teenth Amendment, among other*. 

Though die Appellate Court agreed 
with Hardwkk and set aside the statute, 
the 1986 Supreme Court, decision over¬ 
turned the lower ruling and decreed that 
state laws prohibiting gay sex were not 
In violation of the Constitution. 

Powell, often the swing vote on the 
divided Court, concurred with the majori¬ 
ty opinion wrinen by Justice Byron ^iw, 
Pointing to Longstanding prohibi¬ 
tion* against homosexual activity In 
Western law, White wrote that “to claim 
that a right lo engage in such conduct [is 
implicit In the consiltutroriL-is at best 
facetious."

CINCINNATI—Just three days after gays 
protested ai the trial of the Cincinnati 
Arts Center—which was dcared of ob¬ 
scenity charge* stemming from the dis* 
play of photographs by the laic gay 
photographer Robert Mapplethorpe— 
police here arrested two gay men for 
holding hand* inside a parked car,

FBI SLAPPED 
WITH ANTI-GAY 
SUIT 

SAN DIEGO—A gay agent with 
many years of experience at (he Federal 
Bureau of Iimfldgatkin i* suing the spy 
agency, claiming that his recent firing i* the 
result of an anti-gay policy the FBI prac¬ 
tices but Will not acknowledge publicly. 

Frank EutTino, 45,a 20-year FBI 
veteran, was fired in June of this year 
after hi* security dlearance. a require¬ 
ment for all FBI employees, was re¬ 
voked the previou* month- BUHifto's fir¬ 
ing came at the end of an IB-month- 
long investigation into his background. 

That investigation began in De¬ 
cember 108& P when a letter Buttino had 


written, apparently in response TO a gay 
personal id* was mailed anonymously 
to the FBI'* San Diego field office, 
where Buttlno was employed. Though 
Euttino denied writing ihe letter initial¬ 
ly, the FBI undertook an investigation 
that eventually required BurtiftO to sub¬ 
mit to numerous polygraph exams, give 
explicit answer* 10 question® About hi® 
sex life and reveal the names of his sex¬ 
ual partners, 

Burtino and his attorney, Richard 
Gayer, insist that the sole lie Buttlno 
told was his initial denial concerning 
the teuer. Gayer suggest* that the FBI 
revoked Buttino's security clearance a* 
a pretext for firing a gay agent and 
points to Butcino's being given an Im¬ 
portant and high-profile case even after 
bis superiors In San Diego learned dial 
he had lied as evidence dw.T he was nor 
seen a* a security risk. 

According co Gayer, Butcino was 
told by an FBI investigator that the Eu- 
reau interviews one employee per 
week who i* suspected of being a ho- 
rtvwcKual, and that all of these employ¬ 
ees are fired. Buuino ha® worked in 
counterintelligence and drug enforce¬ 
ment and has received many commen¬ 
dations and cash awards, according to 
Gayer. Butt in o is suing the FBI for rein¬ 
statement and back pay, 

An FBI spokesperson, Michad Kor¬ 
ean, said that the agency would not 
comment on litigation in which it has 
been named but did provide QutWtek 
with a statement concoming it* policy 
on sexual preference. 

" 1 tfhere homosexual conduct ks in¬ 
dicated, it is considered a significant fac¬ 
tor in FBI decision-making, with respect 
to both hiring and retention of employ¬ 
ees/ the statement reads. "Issues whldl 
arise regarding sexual conduct rather 
than stalu* Of preference are reviewed 
in each case co determine whether the 
conduct may be Of concern to employ¬ 
ment" the statement continues. 

The FBI and other government 
agencies have long been concerned 
that gay* and lesbian* arc easy targets 
for blackmail, but gay rights aeti vises 
have countered that open lesbians and 




gays cannot be blackmailed* Activists 
have suggested the fear of blackmail is. 
used to deny jobs to homosexuals. 

Democratic Representative Don 
Edwards of California, chair of the 
House Judiciary Subcommittee Ofi Oil 
and Constitutional Rights, which Over- 
sees the FBI h i operations, commented 
on the Buttlno case through a 
spokesperson. In a statement that was 
also sent to FBI Director Wfciarn Ses¬ 
sions, Edwards said: 'The Fit] claims 
that it treats homosexuals and hetero- 
seiuals equally, but the polices are 
vague, and to the best of our knowl¬ 
edge, these vague policies are used 
ggairui gays. It is time for the FBI to ac¬ 
cept homosexuals as agents fust as po- I 
Lice departments across the country 
have accepted gays as police officers,* 

Butting's case comes on the b«U 
of two widely publicized discrimination 
suits brought against the Bureau. More 
than 200 Latino agents sued the FBI in a 
cl as®-act ion Suit alleging discrimination 
In pmmofing practices. A federal Judge 
has ruled in favor of the agents, and the 
FBI has opted not to appeal die ruling, 

In a second case, Black agent Donald 
Etoehon has alleged that he and his 
wife, Susan Rochcm, were the targets of 
racist harassment by white agents The 
FBI settled out of court, paying In ex¬ 
cess of il-5 million, but did not admit 
responsibility hw the harassment. Direc¬ 
tor Sessions, however, has ordered an 
internal inquiry to determine if any 
agents should be disciplined.

BETHESDA, Md.—The National 
institute of Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases is advising physicians treating 
Pneumocystis carinti pneumonia, ihe 
major killer of people with AIDS, to COft- 
sictef using a drug that may protect some 


patients from rtepiraJtory failure Of death. 

The NT AID reoornrnendation, sen! 
to physicians in mid-October, is based 
on five recent srudJe^ two of which are 
scheduled for publication this month In 
the Aim.' L'r^iandJournal of Medicine, 
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The journal,, which usually docs 
DOC divulge article content or pubtka- 

rJoin date, gave NIAID permission to 
release some Information to physicians. 

Although praphyLucis therapy for 
PCP has been widely available for a 
few years, people Still get the Lethal 
opportunistic infection, According EO 
NIAID, 40,000 will contract it this year 
sdone. Even so, prophylaxis has kept 
many from acquiring PCP. The NIAID 
reconwoewtolon applies to those with 
moderate Co severe PCP, who are at 
risk of respiratory failure as the fungal 
infection doses off the lung's airways. 

The drug, prednisone, is a corii- 
coswriod. Its use Ln HIV iflfiectloo is 
controversial because It can suppress 
the immune system. Its use is ooc new, 
but reports of its successes and failures 
have been mraiy artecdotaJ, according 
EO NlAlD, Last May, NIAID set up a 
panel composed of their researchers 
and those horn the Univmfty of Gali- 
forola/San Diego to evaluate data from 
the two Joumai artidcs as well as Other 
published studies. The panel decided 
that in addition Do standard PCP therapy 
(with Iricnethoprim-sulfamethoxazolc, 
or Intravenous pentamidine), pred- 
Tiixme could be used as an adjunctive 
therapy as long a* it is administered 
early and the PCP is moderate lo 
severe. The pind dkd noc recommend 
prednisone for milder episodes. 

NIAID provided sketchy details 
from both journal articles. One study, 
conducted by a group of California 
researchers, reported a 50-percenl 
reduction ki study outcome (respirato¬ 
ry function, need for a ventibtot or 
death) compared with a group given a 
placebo. The other study, from the 
University of Miami, was stopped aitci 
safety overseers found a statistically 
significant difference between 9 of 12 
benefining in the prednisone group vs. 
2 of 11 on placebo. 

Rased on the California Study, the 
panel recommended that within 72 
hours of standard treatment in patients 
with moderate to severe PCP, pred¬ 
nisone should he administered on the 
following schedule: days 1-5 P 40 mg 
twice daily; days 6-10, 20 mg twice 
daJfytdays 11-21, 20 mg per day.

Group. But al¬ 
though he's been 
director for two 
years of an agen¬ 
cy with a budget of nearly 1.5 million 
dollars, J must disagree with his Obser¬ 
vations on the recent flux Ln profession¬ 
als pa-ld to run gay and AIDS groups. 

In his essay, he contended that 
staff morale and public relations take a 
back seat to profits Ln the corporate 
world. Bus solid Labor relations and 
marketing are integral to every sus¬ 
tained business success. Thafs espe¬ 
cially Important for the gay community 
to underhand, because every one of our 
organizations which recently turned 
Over their management had, and still 
have, money problems- That includes 
GMHC. Having to raise more than il2 
million each year is no one's idea of fi¬ 
nancial security. 

His discussion of stjaff morale in the 
AIDS biz as a To$e/k»e proposition' is 
equally naive. That position overlooks 
group psychology, centuries of formal 
Study of organizational development 
and the history of social movements in 
Western civilization. How do nurse* 
and doctors with their own cancer his¬ 
tories work for years on oncology 
units.* What about folks with family his¬ 
tones of schizophrenia who work in 
mental health? ’tfhat about soldiers and 
generals, medics and surgeons during 
war? What about resistance workers? 
What about civil rights and labor ac¬ 
tivists who daily risked their lives and 
livelihoods and succeeded brilliantly?

If you don't have the train¬ 
ing, experience and skill CO effectively 
communicate what you p re trying to 
accomplish to the folks whose help 
you need CO win, THEN YOU 
SHOULDN'T BE A GOD-DAMNED 
EXECLTTVE DIRECTOR. 

No executive director of an AIDS 
or gay group has yet to put up with 
one-tenth of the heat put on someone 
running for office, or running a large 
public service or succeeding even 
modestly on Madison Avenue, Wall 


Street of in Hollywood or DC Running 
a not-for-profit is a public trust: You 
take Other people's money and time 
and reputations and offer EO play a 
hlgh-siake* game—life and death in 
the case of AIDS. 

An ED is personally and prdfesi™- 
ally accountable not just to the board, 
staff and clients, but to funders and the 
greater pubik. No nutter how wdl he 
or she performs, there always will be 
ample criticism. And no amount of whin¬ 
ing of blaming failure on critics will cw 
change that. If the results of yOuf wtxk 
and communications arc not good 
enough for you to ride out bad press, 
personal cheap shots and a fucked-up 
proem THEN YOU SHOL1DNT BE A 
GOD-DAMNED EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 

Wc should also farther examine 
how the hell we keep hiring folks who 
doflt know these things. More to the 
point, who the hell is doing the hiring 
and firing, and why aren't they doing a 
better job? 

For starters, the competition Isn't 
exactly stiff EDs in our movement, 
like every other movement, -gome Ln 
two bask varieties. Either you hire a 
very committed individual who helped 
set things up or who came Up through 
the pro^am ranks, or you hire a ca¬ 
reer bureaucrat who came in after 
things got staned. Boards of directors 
are developed much In the same way. 

Most often, those founders and 
folks who eanwd their stripes in the 
movement have no heavy track 
records in organisational developroent- 
At best, you get someone trained in so¬ 
cial work or law or maybe communfry 
organizing, but rarely do these wdl-in- 
lemioned folks have formal training or 
substantial experience in business 
management, finance,, high-stake* 
fund-raising or public relations. And 
politically correct folks who do have 
the fteum£ are rarely interested Ln rela¬ 
tively new groups with shaky pasts 
ami uncertain futuies-

The Judicial Bias Against Lesbian Moms

L esbian mother? 

do not have an 
■easy time when 
tin parentaJ rijo&hts 
are considered by 
(be courts, Stereo

pudges scramble to

ing with the central legal question

problem. The firs, Spnrtle&r p, Htmek 
was decided by the Wisconsin Court of 
Appeals on July 24. Wendy Sportcdef 
and Janice Heroes were paroneis who 
wanted to raise a child by adoption. Wlv 
OO ciStn does not aulhgrlae point mother¬ 
ing of a ycu^g boy, The women made a 
written a^eement providing (hat if they 
had any future -disputes aboui cusody or 
visitation they would obtain a medfeatQf 
to help reach an agreement. 

After the adoption, weni through, 
Sporiedcr became the 'primary parent 
and caretaker* for several months, 
according to her court papers. Then 
women deckled to separate, and Her- 
fries refused Co allow Sporiedcr to main¬ 
tain contact with the child Or to mediate 
their dispute. Sporieder sued under a 
Wisconsin law which provides: 

"Upon petition by a grandparent, 
greai-grandpoient h tfepporera of person 
who has maintained a relationship simi¬ 
lar Go a parent-child relationship wih the 
child, (he court may gran" reasonable 
visitation ri^ts to that person if the par¬ 
ents have notice of the hearing and If the 
court determines that visitation is In the 
b£H intact of (he ChM' 


Any reasonable poren reading this 
law might conclude that Sporiedcr 
would have a good chance to win visita¬ 
tion dghis If she hod an opportunity k> 


present evidence about her relationship 
with the child and her good charaaer 
But the coun would not allow her to 
present such evk^nce. 

Unlike an appeals court In New 
York Which ruled feast March In Afaflpr qf 
AJism D. v. M that a Lesbian 

'co-parent was not a parent within (he 
meaning of New York's domestic rela¬ 
tions Law (which only allows "parents" to 
contest visitation)* the Wisconsin court 
was faced with a statute which clearly 
extends the fight to contest visitation

beyond parents TO nonrelatives who 
have 'maintained a relationship similar 
CO a parentHihild relationship with (he 
child."

The Wisconsin Supreme Court bad 
ruled earlier this year that when a family 
unit Is Intact, “the Legislature had no 
intent to override the parents' ttaermira- 
tkm that a relationship with a relative 
would not be in the child's best inter¬ 
ests." Thar earlier case involved a grand- 
parent who was denied visitation after 
her son divorced the child's mother, who 


then married somebody else. Quickly 
glossing over factual distinctions 
between the two cases, the Court of 
Appeals adopted an interpretation which 
renders the nonrelative portion of the 
Satire effectively a dead ktter. Hemw 
and her adoptive son were characterized 
as an *intacE family unit," and Hermes 
was thus ■‘empowered to deck l e ft* the 
family what is in her son's best LnCerestr 

regardless of what the legislature said 

Perhaps (he result ntf w surpris¬ 
ing when we consider that the three 
members of tills appeals pond ore, by 
startling coincidence, (he same three 
judges who unanimously decided on 
Juty 10 that gay and lesbian business 
people Can be frozen out of placing 
advertisements In the classified ad sec¬ 
tion of a newspaper* despite Wisconsin's 
prohibit™ of sexual orientation discrim¬ 
ination by businesses which serve (he 
public. The sme synefaome of rendering 
dear statutory language a nullity when 
that language might provkJe legal tights 
to lesbians and gay men is at work In 
both cares. 

Jim os egregious, but in a more 
insidious way, is the Mich^in Court of 
Appeals decision issued Sept 1? in Ltm* 
berson v. LambersoM. David and Debra 
lomherson w m divorced In 1S85, with 
Debra retaining custody of their two 
children. In 15*fc. Debra met her current 
lesbian I over, and they began Living, 
together in Debra's house with her chil¬ 
dren, In June 19G7. Debra and her lover 
jointly purchased a new house where 
They moved with the children, 

Debra and Her lover were open 
with the children about their relation- 
ship, even inviting the kids to dtreib into 
the bed with them, as little k ids frequent¬ 
ly <k> with thdf parents- When David 
heard about this, he blew his stack and 
petitioned (he court to change custody 
to him unless Debra's Lover moved ouL 
The oial court ordered the change of 
custody, and (he appeals court aJTkmed

The trial coun appointed two 
expat witness:Ft to testify about ihe 
impact of their mothers relationship on 
the children. These psychiatrists, who 
examined the children by order of the 
court, both testified that the children 
seemed anxious and stressed about the 
deeping arrangements in their home. A3 
usual In these cases* one wonders 
whether the stress had to do with theif 
father's reaction, their Intemalbaiion of 
societal disapproval or the way m which 
they were examined by The court' 
appointed psychiatrists. 

These cases are difficult Co evaluate, 
since the ^best interest of the child" is 
supposed to- be the criterion for decision, 
and k is hard to critique ihat determina¬ 
tion based, merely on reading the deri¬ 
sion. can\ assume that every lesbian 
mother is automatically a good parent or 
that every heterosexual father lx auto¬ 
matically a bod parent, just because we 
want to toot for our side in a particular 
controversy, Just the same, it appears 
that this opinion builds its conclusion 
almost ffliMy on the opinions of two 
psychiatrists dealing with two fastened 
and anxious girls without giving any 
Oral cOnskieratiosi Co the potential nega¬ 
tive Impact of taking these girls away 
from their primary caretaker 

Peihaps the least convincing thing 
about this case is the concurring opinion 
by Judge John fi Shepherd, longer than 
the opinion of the court, asserting that 
Debra should lose custody regardless of 
her sexual orientation. Shepbod argues 
that the case would be no different if 
Debra had on pppOiite-sex low with 
whom she had shared her bed F insising 
that Debra could retain custody only if 
she were wUJfcng to have her lover move, 
so therefore Debra was not; being pun¬ 
ished for her "lesbian lifestyle/ but 
because she had "placed her homosexu¬ 
al relationship above the best interest of 
the children-" 

Shepherd stated: - LMng in open 
cohabitation with a man wbo is not 
one's husband could cause the children 
to be psychologically confused, it could 
be considered ccnbary to religious and 
moral standards and it could be ifltef- 
preted as attempting to phase the chil¬ 
dren's father out of their lives,.,, Further- 
more, if the mother would refuse 
persistently to have a mole lover leave 
the home as a means of keeping her 


children, one could conclude that she 
was placing the relationship of her 
male lover above the relationship with 
the children/ 

Given the number of unmarried 
heterosexual couples raising children 
together these days, Shepherd's analysis 
strains Credulity and merely serves as an 
alternative rationale for the Court's main 
opinion, with Its focus on Debra's 
lesbian lifestyle." 

While we have cotainly come a 
long way in litigating the rights of lev 
bian mothers during the Zl years since 
Stonewall, these and other decisions 
make plain that a Long Struggle yet 
remains to preserve those rights. The 
Spodedcr case is port of a disturbing 
trend; appeals courts in California and 
New York have also ruled earlier this 
year that lesbian co-parents don't even 
have a right to have a court weigh the 
interests of the chid in these visitation 
disputes. The reality is That lesbian cou¬ 
ples all over this country are raising kids 
in wonderful, Loving homes, but it is 
hard » find a coun willing to buck the 
national tide of heterosesLsm and 
acknowledge that faci when the lesbian 
home comes under atlack.T

Like Deneuve, 
Seyrig was Ml and Wood, but unlike her. she 
never became a box-office draw, relying 
instead on a small but quasHaratfcsi Mow¬ 
ing. Seyrig's acting style was celled preten¬ 
tious by some, although her voice—naUl, 
upper-crust, instantly recognizable—le what 
drew the mast eritidem, mocked by some, 
edorad by often 

While making these movies, Seyrig 
strongly supported a mom adventurous cin¬ 
ema. She collaborated with filmmaker*— 
more often than not women—who worked 
outside of the industry conventions. A low 
budget never scared her Imagine a politi¬ 
cally committed Meryl Streep working 
with Yvonne Rainer, and you will have an 
idea ol Seyrig 1 * gusto.

Qelphine Seyrig 

Qelphine Seyrig, a French actress, 
died i n Paris on Qd, 15, 1990. at age 58. 
Although a lirst-ratE performer, Seyrig was 
more than fust that lor mitiion* of French, 
and especially French women: She was a 
presence, a spirit, always in the first row 
of the barricades, - 

Seyrig was bom in 1932 in Lebanon, 
of a Swiss mother and a French father, the 
lamous archeologist Henri Seyrig. When 
she was ten, the family moved to Hew 
York, when* they stayed for four years, 
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allowing young Dolphin* to become fluent 
In English. She came back often to New 
York, lived there lor a while and enrolled In 
Leo Strasberg's class at the Actor's Slud io, 
Seyrig made her stage debut in 
France, performing In Saini-Ehenne and 
Strasbourg. Her charisma and unique 
voice soon had her noticed by director 
Alain Resnais, who gave her the main role 
in his classic Lamie tkmieee A Mam^ 
bad (1961). Seyrig became famous 
Overnight, al the same time acquiring her 
reputation as a literary, cerebral actress

On lop of her work 40 on actress, 
Seyrig was involved In political activities

Or*» l»usehokt 
Hirrtcs in Fnpljnrt twm bmdiere Ronald 
and Reginald Kray—one ^y, the other 
sraltflu—row to notoriety in (he ftfc runr 
nkfg London's criminal underworld from 
Out Of iheii trendy nightclubs In their 
heyday, [he Krays were media darling, 
photo^rapheri almost daily by the British 
taWold press alongside odebriftes spods 
heroes and statesmen alike.

Once the (wins reach adulthood, 
the fdm Advances In leap* and bounds, 
often leaving huge gaps In the plot. 
After pundiipg out a commanding offi¬ 
cer during a brief Sine m the army, the 
two Wind Up in jaU, where They lake 
some felonious advice from a fellow 
con to haw. Before you can »y H "Otf^- 
niaed Crime," the Kray brokers are vio¬ 
lently shaking down the established 
mobsters, Strong-arming their way to 
" gang-land power and Opening up the 
fust of their nightclubs. As played by 
reJlMUe Sibling Gary and Manfo Kemp 
(Of Spandau BalleO, Ron and Eeg are 
unappealing ciphers—pasty-faced,, 
squintyncyed and enlgmatky-motivaccd 
by psychological forces they express 
neither wholly nor phpkaJSy. 

This is most frustrating when it 
comes 10 Ron's gaytiess, as good an 
example as any that ait am be 100 
matter-of-fact About sexuality. Ron Is 
the more videm of the twins, which is 
vaguely explained as a jealous 
response (o hU brwher's involvement 
with women. After watching Keg flirt at 
the club in one scene, Ron picks a 
gruesome fight with an innocent 
bystander (slicing him up with the 
apparent weapon of choice, a two- 
foot-long sabre). Later, be smooches 
wiih his blond boy^oy while wiping 
oft his cuffs- The blond becomes a 
background Fixture in the film, as both 
a member of the Kray's organisation 
and Ren’s lovet.

were arrested In what was reportedly 
the largest civil disobedience action to 
ever target The Supreme Court. 

Reaction to Powell's surprising 
turnaround ha* been considerably more 
muted. According to most observers, 
the justice 1 * remarks have academic 
rather dan legal ramifications. 

Laurence Tribe, [he Harvard law 
professor who presented die losing ar¬ 
gument to the Court, said that he was 
both surprised and satisfied ai Powells 
change Of heart. * Unfortunately, it 
comes a little too late/ he said 

"A* a practical legal matter, him 
saying this has no effect/ agreed 
William R, Rybenscein, director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union's Gay 
and Lesbian Project.. The decision still 
stands. But maybe there will be a 
change in how people perceive the 
case." 

But Lambda's Tom Stoddard was 
more optimistic, noting that judges, like 
Others, are Likely to be influenced by 
the remark* oF lamou* or well-respect¬ 
ed peers. "I wish he'd gotten It right In 
the beginning. But this statement is Still 
of value legally and politically." 

According CO Ruben Stein, the 
H&rduHek decision has allowed differ¬ 
ent state* to prosecute at least a dozen 
people on sodomy charges and has 
stood In the w*ay of progress on a wide 
range of gay issues, including discrimi¬ 
nation, child custody and adoption. 

Twenty-five states and the District 
of Columbia still criminalize oral and 
anal sex acts between consenting adult* 
In private* statute* which, according to 
the Gay and Lesbian All lance Against 
Defamation, are selectively enforced 
against gay people. 

The case moke* it a lot more diffi¬ 
cult to argue for our issues/ Rubensteifl 
Mid. "Basically, our opponents can take 
Boii'erxandsay, 'Your whole being i* 
defined! by something the Supreme 
Court Mid Ls criminalized." 

Powell* 8ft, seemed bewildered hy 
the renewed attention generated by hi* 
remark*. "E thought il was a frivolous 
case / be told the Associated Pres*, "f 
still think it was a frivolous case." 

Powell also told the iPhsJ&f^roH 
Fbs£ that In the last few years he had on¬ 
ly spent "about a half-hour" thinking 
about ihe controversial decision. V 
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therefore nOoe woe broken." 

Miller also denied accusation* 
made by ACT UP that it has been flying 
its executive* to various cities around 
the country in order to persuade bar 
owners to break the boycott. 

According to both Haskell and 
Smithson, Milter executives have visited 
San Francisco, Boston, Houston, Dallas 
and other cities and have misrepresented 
to bar owners that the boycott 1* over and 
haw: offered Co give money to gay causes.

Most recently, a 
widely publicized government memo 
suggested that the ban be enforced to 
bar foreign lesbian and gay visitors 
from entering the US for the Sixth Inter¬ 
nal™ Conference on AIDS held in San 
Francisco Iasi June. Although the gay 
ban was not enforced, it did draw re¬ 
newed anemiort to the legislation. 

*lt was obnoxious to fug have it 
on the hook*/ commented Mas¬ 
sachusetts Democratic Rep. Barney 
Frank, who sponsored the removal of 
the gay ban and shepherded it through 
Congress. *1 ihlnk we now have the 
American statute books clean. There 
are still obnoxious polid.es. like in the 
.military P but there is nothing statutory 
that I am aware of now on the federal 
level that is anti-gay/ 

An advisory panel of officials from 
the Centers for Disease Control several 
months ago drafted a proposed list of 
diseases for which one may be denied 
entry. AIDS and KEY infection are not

Over the past two year*, SulUnn 
and the white House have balked at 
changing the law, insuring that it is up 
to Congress Co change what it had im¬ 
posed.

The basic gLtf 
of the piece is that Our screaming at peo¬ 
ple who oppress us in prim—and our 
demanding that they nol do so—is an 
infringement of their freedom of speech 
and is dangerous because, by advocating 
such a portion. it may very well be we 
who^art silenced next. What his article 
presupposes, of course, is that there fs 
"Freedom Of Speech" in this country. The 
arts controversy aside, that is a prepos¬ 
terous notion but one that, I suppose, a 
white, privileged mate could somehow 
believe. Reiff doesn't acknowledge that 
'freedom of speech* has everything to 
dg with access to the means of <wimu- 
nkaUon. something that queen do not 
Apt*. And unill we do- have access, we 
will constantly be at a disadvantage, and 
therefore we must demand that these 


monsters cease their attacks. 

In other words, we will respect 
Andy Rooney's Tight to verbally bash us 
when and If there Is a Black lesbian 
commentator On an opposing chan¬ 
nel—Of on the same show—who can 
bash Rooney right back with equally 
Vtrious vitriol. TlMTWOULD BE "FREE* 
DOM OP SPEECH." Until dwn, we have 
no choke but to lash out at Rooney and 
his network and demand that they stop 
their vLolence-pmvoklng bashing? 

I find that this entire debate is hi ghly 
suspect. Why are we having If non# Pri¬ 
vate companies such as television net¬ 
works, magazines, ete- h have been *jen- 
skrve" to many groups for decades. Cer¬ 
tainly there- Is racist commentary and 
antisemitic babble that NBC fr* instance* 
Simply will not allow on Its airwaves. It’s 
been that way for many, many years.. 
Why Js It that now, when lesbians and 
jpys—and women—are suddenly loudly 
asking for the same treatment, do all of 
these supposed "civil I Ibertajian" argu¬ 
ments for "freedom of speech" pop up 
from people Like Reifft I SMELL HOMO¬ 
PHOBIA AND MISOGYNY. 

And I have a question for Rieff: Are 
you Aware of what Mom's up to these 
days? Would you a^gue that we should 
not demand "sensitivity* from a pubika- 
don if the case were that some deranged 
writer wrote about how he'd love to take 
a baseball bat and smash it across Susan 
Sontag's bead because she’s immoral 
and depraved and because her carrying 
on with Annie Leibovitz is disgusting? 
And how would you feel if someone 
then did targe into Annie Leibovitzs 
home and viciously attack and bludgeon 
your mother to death while Annie 
looked on in honor? 

YOU DEMENTED SHITHEAD! YOU 
ARE EVEN MORE INSIDIOUS THAN 
THOSE WITH THE BATS BECAUSE YOU 
COUCH ALL OF YOUR BIGOTRY IN 
POMPOUS BABBLE. But we will not be 
lured In by your seductive tones. A plea 
to new Esquire chief Terry McDonnell: 
Get yourself some new and fabulous 
people wnufi progressive and innovaiive 
Ideas and drop these jerks who a re 
merely trying lo push the same old shit 
down our throats by glossing it over wiih 
some Irresistibly sweet, syrupy coaling. 

And as for Susan Sontag, perhaps 
you should have an honesi and open 
talk with little Davie. AND WITH THE 
REST OF THE WORLD, TOO T 
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The alternative is Co har smior man¬ 
agers from other fields, who almost ah 
ways turn out to be second-rate because 
they don't understand the history and 
values of the groups they presume to 
lead. By and large, they turn out to be 
pdifrcal cowards or neophytes at best— 
certainly not innovators. Why bwds 
don't put strong, autonomous manage¬ 
ment teams under their visionary EEte, 
or why our bom-nof-fire EDs don't get 
some serious management training or 
surround themselves with star opera¬ 
tors, I'U never understand. 

I also do noc forgive boards for 
foiling to recruit candidates with trade 
records Instead of sitting around flip¬ 
ping through whatever resumes come 
In the mail. There are plenty oF les¬ 
bians and gay men and even straight 
people of alt colors out there who are 
experienced and trained and share 
our vision and who are Lnno valors- 
But the very folks who could attract 
them—the board members—ire do¬ 
ing nothing proactive to cultivate 
their interest or alleviate their appro¬ 
priate skepticism. 

Indeed, boards often perpetuate 
one convulsive transition after an¬ 
other Instead Of scout Jug and court¬ 
ing and reassuring the kind of tal¬ 
ent needed to win a war, hiring 
these people and then getting the 
hell out of their way and paying the 
bills while we get about our very 
serious missions. 

Having been the brunt of some of 
Larry Kramer’s most brutal invective 
(along with Paul Top ham and Joe 
Pa sc tick and Dick FaUla and Richard 
Dunne and Tim Sweeney and Glnny 
Apuzzo and dozens of fallible others 
who have distinguished themselves 
and contributed no small part to the 
strides weVe made against AIDS), I'm 
here to Cell you that Larry didn't make 
things harder. Indeed, from day one, 
he's been right most of the time and he 
has a helluva lot more guts and insight 
than any lining board member or ex¬ 
ecutive director in ihe movement to¬ 
day. Those of us living who listen to 
what he says—Instead, of complaining 
poUntleuly about how. when and 
where he says ft—are indebted for hfcs 
bravery and honesty and have a lot to 
show for the struggle. ^
